“Three Weeks” for a Penny. 

To steal a duck’s egg apficars to bo about 
as iiiild an infraction of tho law’s of pro- 
perty »3 could come within the law of 
larceny. We are therefore justified in 
believing that it was !<i;t the enormity of 
the offence, but a zcaious regard for the 
rights of property in the abstract which 
infiiienccd tlie Bearated bench of magia- 
trates, lately, in dealing with tho ciV9.g. of 
the larcenous “ taking and removal ” of a 
duck’s egg. In the Com*t"Uo«sr at Maid' 
stone, we are informed, Sir Geo. Hampson, 
'Bart., in the chair, an old waggoner, named 
Thomas Osborne, for nearly 40 years a 
farm servant in tho neigh bourJiood, and 
without any previous stain .on lus charaC' 
ter, wsis charged with the shocking offence 
to which we have referred. Bo stoutly 
asserted his innocence, . but doubtless he 
was guilty, for a country policeman, whom 
the Bench believed, proved the stealing of 
the egg. The Bench was convinced, and 
Osborne was convicted. He was sentenced 
to three weeks’ imprisonment with hard 
labor; and at his age, after forty years 
of honest toil, he will be dismissed from 
prison, branded 'ivith t-be name of thief. 
VVe liave every respect for, the magistrates 
who so sternly vindicated the rights of 
property, yet we cannot hut own to a re- 
gi-et that it was not posssble to let off poor 
old Osborne for bis pennyworth of larceny 
at a lower rate. It seems that a brute 
like the manager of the Jarrow Theatre 
can knock a girl’s teeth down licr throat, 
and then purchase impunity for a five- 
pound note, while the theft of a duck-egg 
is punished, without any chance of escape, 
witii three weeks on the treaclL.IIl, and 
utter loss of character! We are aware that 
it Ls the singular ]>olicy of English law to 
punish olfcuces against the person, but it 
is a peculiar consequence of this doctrine? 
that an actress has less protection for her 
teeth, which are, after all, properly to her 
in the strictest sense, than a Kentish far- 
mer has for Ills f;.>vl-housc, — Echo.

I p OR some time ttaab it has been felt by the 
reaidenta of the Cromwell District ami its 
neighlxjwrLng Gold-rtelds that the progress of this 
portion of the Colony has not been commen- 
BUrate with the extent of its natural resources.

MAJOR RICHARDSON'S 
LECTURE. 

TIio Hon. iVInjor Richardson delivorod a 
leoturo on Ixdmlf of tbh funds of the Chui'ch 
of Eilginnd iu thO Athciiftiuin building oii 
Wednesday lust, tlm Snbjeot being, A u ^ 
lUustiAtiou of Practical CVdoniz;ition.'* 

The Mayor (Mr Bastiiigs) lh\d been an- 
nouiiced to pn>sidpj but having Ix^ca 
hurriedly culled iiway td n Uislanoo, our 
worthy magistrate (W. L: Simp.son, 
kindly supplied his placcj aild inti-oduced 
the gallant Major in afi iqipropnato speech. 

Upon corning forwartl, tho lecturer was 
greetcsl with loud applause. Hu intro- 
duced his subject by l^*lerrirtg to tlic utility 
of retrospective Tiews of the past, pointing 
out how tlio mind of man, ab6orl>cti by the 
thoughts which endi’clc some favourite 
study, is prone to frrget first principles 
and to drift insensibly from the course 
originally maikod out. ♦Several illastra- 
tioiia followed, of great beauty, and then 
the importance of this survey on tho part 
of the colonist was pointed out. “It ia 
.scarcely/’ said the lecturer, “ two centuries 
since the first cfTort was made, in the reign 
of Queen EHaibeth, to plant British settle- 
ments in America. The lust of gold was 
at first the motive power, hut this was 
soon succeeded by high and noble impulso.s, 
and, despite the extreme perils of the navi- 
gation, the unhoallhines.s of the climate, of 
intestine divisions and internal assaults, 
the colonization of America was efibeted; 
and those little bands who )dantcd them- 
selves on tho eastern shores of the new 
continent are represented in the present 
day by the 32,000,000 of men who now 
occupy tho soil and arrest the ailminition 
of mankind.” After detailing the sufi’er- 
ings and difficulties -ivhieh attend eel the 
lives of these early cb^o’niftts, and tracing 
their Jiistory — tlieir determined and heroic 
encounters wifct the savage hordes by 
which they were kept in a eontimiid state 
of terror — the lecturer continued — “ In the 
prosecution of the duty avhich I have un- 
der takoTii T do not ask you to accompanv 
me to the foremost of the nations of tho 
earth, and to examine the character and 
principles of Rome of England's gi'catest 
stutesmuh, — I select a colony once 
iiating in its political existence, dw.'irfed 
in its proi>urtions, aud apparently destined 
to a career of insignificance ; and 1 select 
a ftorvaut of that colony who brouglit to its 
n.'snscitatioii a mind of no ordinary charac- 
ter, ft benevolence which could not l>n 
quencliod, and an energy wliidi knew' uo 
tiring.' He was not one of the nota.bJc 
ones of the earth, hut comparatively ‘ un- 
known, urdionored, and unsu iVg.’ ” This 
was Captain Montague,- an account <>f 
of whose ancestors W.is given by tin? lec- 
turer ; and then followed what may ho 
justly termed an elo^liVent niemrur of Cap- 
tain Montague, which' we regret our in- 
ability tr> ri*port in extenso : here, however, • ' 
arc some short f‘xtrac!«r; — ‘‘ .At the earlv ’ 
ago of 1 7, youivg ilmitague was a])]>uintt'ii 
an Ensign in the fi'2Vai Regiment, which 
so nobly distinguislied itself at AVat^'i loo. 

I cannot forego the pleasure of narrating 
an incident wdiiob occurred at this pcrio(l. 

On joining his regiment at Brussels, just 
previously to the battle, he was ordenKl to 
the rear with invalids, and meeting ono i 
of his brother officers advancing \vith a de- 
tachment, be asked to see the date of his I 

coin’mission : finding it to be dated later i 

thiui his own, he ordcreil him to change I 
detachments, and he himself returned to 1 
Brussels, much’ to the astonishment of the j 
cotninanding officer, j^nst as the regiment i 
was inardiing to Waterloo.- The gallantry ■' 
of the act scarcely sufficed to excuse the I 
un warrantable exercise of authority. No 1 
less conspic:^ous was^ young Montague for >: 
the possession of tno^ qualities which arc 
move dilHcidU of attainment. A victim to • 
the ginnhling propensities which found f 
exercise in all lanks of the Continental t 
armies assembled in Pai is, he became pccu- f 
niarilv involved. He at once decided on ; 
a hold step towards extrication : lie asked i 
and obtained permission for an a«ivancc of t 
three months’ pay, paid tho debt of honor, i' 
repairing his losses by living alone iu his i 
tent for six months, and never again did >■ 
lie set his foot in those places which have t 
l)eeu too truly designated ‘ hells ’ \ipon 1 
earth.”
